quoted as saying in a private con- 
versation (published in Little Rock 
this morning): "It's mighty hard 
to increase a tax on the rich man, 
but a lot easier to increase a tax 


the poor man." Which is the 
w this newspaper takes also. 


We're no soak-the-rich 
propa- 


gandist. The fact is, real and per- 
sonal property interests were spnr- 
cd a crushing increase in the tax- 
ation load when, as we emerged 
from the depression of the 1930s 
and the schools had to have help, 
the increase1 was put in the form 
ol a stale sales tax. 


The Hall sales lax law still stands 


at the rale of 2 per cent—and there 


has to remain. Arkansas can not 


fford ever to raise this direct tax 
upon the food and clothing that ev- 


• eryone lias to buy, rich and pool- 


alike. 


Of other possible sources of rev- 


enue it will be argued that no mat- 
ter how a tax is levied it is paid 
by the ultimate consumer of goods 
or user of services, regardless. And 
this is true—with one exception. 


The exception is where govern- 


ment steps in and takes over an 


^(jxisting private business and op- 
"*eratcs it for the profit of the pub- 


lic rather than for individual own- 
ers. Thus, the City of Hope, which 


• founded and still operates today a 


municipal water & light plant, col- 
lects taxation from its people that 
is virtually no taxation at all be- 
cause government is enjoying the 
profit that normally goes to pri- 
vate owners. 


Such a course is open today to 


the Arkansas state government. It 


jjjk.could seize the private liquor in- 


dustry, both retail and wholesale, 
operate it as a state-owned dis- 
pensary system — and collect an 
additional 10 million dollars a year 
for the schools or other purposes. 


I advocate that course. It is a 


course already taken by such states 
us Alabama, North Carolina and 
Virginia, in the South — and the 
largest and richest states of the 
North. It .follows, therefore, 
that
